June 6, 1826.- Died - and was buried on the 2d of May in the Royal burial 
place of the Mohegans, in Norwich, Conn. Ezekiel Mazeen, aged 27, Great Grand Son 
of the GREAT-UNCAS, who was the friend and protector of the whites, in the infancy 
of the settlement.

SOME CASS COUNTY, MICHIGAN, MARRIAGE RECORDS 
é Contributed by Mrs. George W. Corliss of Grosse Pointe Farms, Michigan 


Some time ago Mrs. Anna B. Kirby of Mare2llus, Michigan, gave to the 
Society, through Mrs. Corliss, two little old record books that had belonged to her 
grandfather, Rev. John Kirby. Part of one of the books was published in the October, 
1940, issue of this magazine on page 13, "From a Civil War Account Book". Rev. John 
Kirby was Pastor of the Bantist Church in Wayne and Volinia Townships, 
in the 1860's, 70's —% 80's, as well as clerk of Volinia Twn. pa I ‘ 

In one small (3-1/2 x 6) home-made book of 40 pages is the record of 38 

arriages performed by him, one marriage to a poege, They extend from 1867 to 1885, 

the ink and the handwriting varies during that time, but he kept to a certain form 
of statement throughout. On the first page is written: "State of Michigan g 
County Marriage record by John Kirby". The first few pages are ruled with ink in 
a certain form; some pages follow this form without the ruled lines; the later pages 
keep the order of the records, but read across the pege. 

Mrs. Corliss has included a tyvowrittcn copy of the book for which we arc 
gratcful, as the handwriting is often difficult. We shell copy the first record -s 
it appears in her copy, then condense the others, noting only any veriations from t! 
form. Each page bogins "State of Michigan Cass County" or "Cass County State of 
Michigan", Most of the records end "John Kirby ministcr of the Gosnell". Any chang 
will be noted. All pages, except No. 1, sre numbered. Fditor.
